Newspaper Supremacy 


A few years ago when radio first 
became widespread throughout 
the 
world, the opinion went forth 
that 
the new invention would soon take 
the place of the newspapers in 
all 
parts of the country. 
Today the 
supremacy 
of 
the 
newspaper is recognized over 
the 
field of radio and 
the 
prediction 
that newspapers would take second j 
place, has been broken down. 
Marconi, 
radio 
wizard, 
givesj 
newspapers preference over radio, 
and expresses the opinion of most I 
people today, when he 
says, “ The 
newspaper has this distinct advan­ 
tage: It is a record. 
You 
cannot 
paste radio announcements 
in 
a 
scrap book; newspapers 
put 
the j 
news down in black and white. 
“ Of course, the radio has its ad- j 
vantages. A radio impulse can travel 
around the world in one-seventieth 
of a second, and news can he trans­ 
mitted almost instantly,” he said. 
Newspapers cannot 
give musical 
programs to the world, but the press 
will always be the big power in the 
world for expressing opinion by rul­ 
ers and statesmen, and for the big 
events of news. 
While the famous inventor did not 
exactly say it, the press is original 
and constructive instead 
of 
being 
largely a repeating agency. 
The 
newspaperman who respects 
and 
lives up to his privileges has a pow­ 
er above that of kings. 
Even 
the 
radio is under him.

YTfASHINGTON — The 
jolly 
old 
sport of robbing the Indians 
was long ago abandoned, according 
to popular impression, either be­ 
cause the Indians had nothing left 
to be stolen from them or because 
none were left to be plundered. 
The 
seventieth 
Congress, 
how­ 
ever, will be told that the Indians 
are still being robbed, not only of 
property, but sometimes even of 
their lives through the neglect of 
those who are supposed to -ake 
care of them. 
It will be told that 
they have also been robbed of their 
liberty and the right to enter pro­ 
ductive indus‘ry and the pursuit of 
happiness. 
Although 
America 
has 
almost 
unanimously forgotten its original 
inhabitants and has left them to 
the mercies of the bureaucracy of 
the Indian Bureau, they have a few 
good friends down here who are 
willing to fight for them. 
Every 
so often, someone not too busy 
making money or votes discovers 
what he considers the real plight 
of the Indians and flies into a per­ 
manent rage at the injustice of it.

/CONGRESSMAN CLYDE KELLY 
^ of Pittsburgh was one who had 
that experience when he became a 
member of the House Indian A f-, 
fairs Committee back in 1920. He 
has been working for the Indians j 
so hard ever since, despite the fact j 
that there isn’t one in his district, ! 
that when an Indian thinks of the 
Great White Father in 1927 he is 
apt to think of Kelly or Congress­ 
man James A. Frear of Wisconsin. 
Kelly and Frear are fighting in 
the House for abolition of the In­ 
dian Bureau, while at the other end 
of the Capitol Senator Burton K. 
Wheeler is expected to demaxd an 
invr Ligation of the Bureau. 
K«dly 
and Frear, incidentally, are Repub- 


llcans. 
There were other congrue-«;, 
men who fought the Indian Bureau 
under the last Democratic admin­ 
istration but who now support it. 
“I found 200,000 Indians under a 
little 
central 
bureaucracy 
which 
dealt with them in arbitrary and 
autocratic 
fashion,” 
Kelly 
says. 
‘‘Indian property to the amount of 
SI .600,000,000, 
withheld 
from 
its 
owners, was handled by this bu­ 
reaucracy—often 
wastefully 
and 
sometimes dishonestly. 
' 
‘‘The Indians would be better off 
today if the bureau had been wiped 
out 25 years ago. 
They would now 
be members of the community, fac­ 
ing the world as fjeennen. 
Instead, 
they now have no constitutional 
rights whatever, and are dealt with 
as children. In 1924 we passed the 
Indian citizenship act, hut it meant 
nothing because they have none of 
the rights of citizens.

UNABLE TO FORCE AW DOWN 


Condition of Wreck Makes Efforts 
To Lighten Sunken Ship Unavail-

Provincetown, Mass Dee 19—<U.R> 


—The 'United States Navy, striving 
to save the six men -who still 
are 


alive in the torpedo room of the 
sunken submarine jS-4, fought a

.against the seas off Provincetown 
harbor. 


The condition of the wreck made 


unavailing attempts to lighten the 
sunken ship toy pumping it full of 
air. 


The same conditions prevented air 


being pumped into the torpedo room 
to supplement the 
fast-thinning 


supply the six men there may have. 


The navy turned 
then to more 


orthodox methods of floating the 
ship—the methods which entail sink- 
ing air-filled pontoons around the 
vessels hull to buoy it—and there 
began a race from Brooklyn, N. Y., 
by two naval tugs towinj? three pon- 
toons each. If they could get there 
by afternoon, there still would be a 
hance. 


But a gale blew one pontoon away 


from the tug Rika and made the 
Tuka's progress with the other two 
so hazardous it was forced to an- 
chor*near New London, from where 
itr was attempting to continue 
at 


noon. 


The tug Sagamore 
with three 


more pontoons passed through Cape 
Cod canal at 11 a. m., today only to 
find a fifty mile gale sweeping across 
Massachusetts bay. 


Radiograms received here this 


afternoon reported one of the three 
[xmtoons being towed to the wreck 
[>y the Sagamore, was in trouble 
and might have to be reached. 


A coastguard boat made a dash 


to the mine sweeper Falcon at dawn 
—just before that ship was forced 


leave the scene for Boston with 


an injured diver in need of surgical 
attention. 


It came back sheated with 
ice. 


Two .men narrowly escaped being 
swept overboard. The • boat 
was 


damaged and barely made its way 
back to its dock here.

the place of the newspapers in all 
parts of the country. 


Today the 
supremacy 
of 
the 


newspaiper is recognized over 
the 


field of radio and the prediction 
that newspapers would take second 
place, has been broken down. 


Marconi, radio 
wizard, 
gives 


newspapers preference over radio, 
and expresses the opinion of most 
people today, when he says, "The 
newspaper has this distinct advan- 
tage: It is a record. You cannot 
paste radio announcements in a 
scrap book; newspapers put 
the 


news down in black and white. 


"Of course, the radio has its ad- 


. vantages. A radio impulse can travel 
around the world in one-seventieth 
of a second, and news can be trans- 
mitted almost instantly," he said.

programs to the world, Ibut the press
